The first reflection which will arise in 
the mind of the reader, is, that this is a per- 
ly toast, manifestly designed by the autnor 
to have a party bearing.

Ano'her one of Tennessee’s old prin- 
ciples isthe curtailment of the Executive 


| patronage, and to prevent it from being 


brought into conflict with the treedom of 
elections, This pringiple Tennessee hag 
not abandoned. She abides hy it vow. 
She entreats that it may be carried 
out; while General Jackson, who was 
elected upon it—who incorporated it 
into his Inangural Address, ia traversing the 
State, openly, notoriously and undeniably 
seeking to influence its vote against Judge 
White and in behalf of Mr.Van Buren! Who 
has changed? We deng that this great and 
patriotic State, in supporting Judge White, 
has abandoned her principles, We deny 
that she has thrown herself into the arms of 
Federalists, Nullifiera, and new born 
Whigs. She is struggling at this moment 
for the same great principles upon which 
she supported Gen. Jackson in the contests 
of 1824 and 1828. When finally she suc- 
ceeded, with the aid of her sister States, ia 
elevating him to the Presidency, she flat- 
tered herself that her principles had prevail- 
ed, and that they would be permanently es- 
tablished. Alas, how grievously was she 
mistaken! She finds that she has the hat- 
tle to fight over again; and having girded 
hereelf for the conflict, wham does she be- 
hold in the front ranks of her opponents, at 
the head of the oll Crawford Caucus party, 
and presenting the greatest obstacle to her 
succrss, but Anprew Jackson!
